Hancock, Mich., Feb. 9.—Members 
of the^committee authorized by the 
lower house of congress to investigate 
the copper miners strike which has 
been in progress since last July, wore 
prepared to begin hearings this after- 
noon in the Hancock city hall. 
Representative Edward T. Taylor 
of Colorado, chairman of the commit- 
tee, and John J. Casey, of Pennsyl- 
vania, both democrats, arrived 
here 
last week and Representative Howell 
of Utah (republican) was elected in 
time for the .opening of the investiga- 
tion at two o'clock this afternoon. 
Representative C. W. Hamlin of 
Missouri, (democrat) and R. M. Swit- 
zer of Ohio, (republican), other mem- 
bers of the committee are expected 
to take part in the hearings at a later 
date. 
Although the course to be followed 
in the hearings had not been deter- 
mined it was expected! the miners 
would appear first before the commit- 
tee. Causes that led up to the exist- 
ing conditions in the copper country, 
will be the first subject to be touched 
upon by the strikers according to U. 
N Hilton of Denver, chief counsel for 
the Western Federation of Miners. 
Among other subjects to be presented 
by the miners will be the Italian hall 
disaster at 
Calumet on Christmas 
Eve and the subsenuent deportation 
from Hancock of Charles H. Moyer, 
president of the federation. 
Mine owners have not announced 
what evidence they will presuut to 
the committee but say they will pro- 
duce many witnesses and all records 
reouested by the investigators.

WHAT IS AN EMPLOYER? 


The following paragraph, from the 


address of Dr. William J. H. Boetcker, 
delivered at the Commercial club ban- 
quet, the other night, is worth 
re- 


reading, and thoughtful consideration. 


"I believe that the employer, of to- 


day is one of the most abused of. 
men. It must be understood in the 
first place that the employer is not 
the capitalist,-but it is his function to 
borrow capital,and make it productive 
along certain lines, bringing it in con- 
tact with labor for the obtaining of 
the best results. Eighty per cen^of 
the employers started as employes 
and 96 per cent of the employers are 
not capitalists. The employer worries 
the most, works the longest, gets all 
the blame fo- failures, and in place 
of credit, abuse is heaped upon him. 


"The employer is th.e man on the 


inside, hand! ng capital on the one 
hand so that it may have a safe in- 
vestment, and labor on the other, in 
order that it may be productive and 
that the workingmen may live and 
prosper. The employer sweats blood 
to maintain the stability of capital 
and the dignity of labor, and still 
there are those who are ready to hit 
him on the head when he is so busily 
engaged with these two great produc- 
tive forces of industry that he has not 
the time or the chance to protect him- 
self. 


"If this sort of thing continues the 


day will come when the employer 
can't stand it any longer and capital 
will return to its vaults valueless and 
labor -will return to the streets un- 
productive. 
iThe employer is 
th.e 


most misunderstood of men and it is 
partly his own fault for he has forgot- 
ten, in the press of solving his urgent 
problems, that he must create a pop- 
ular sentiment; he has been too busy 
employing and working in order that 
the results of capita! and labor .com- 
bined and co-related, may~be achieved. 
The American people, however, are 
fair and I believe they will give you a 
fair deal. But as the jury they must 
be appraised of the facts and when 
they understand the conditions, then 
their verdict will be al square deal 
to all." 


The employer is usually considered 


a. capitalist, but according to 
Mr. 


Boetcker's statement, but a very 
small minority belr>pg to this class, 
and a little thought will convince the 
most skeptical that he is right. 


The employer of labor for the rail- 


roads and large corporations, is an 
employe. He may be at the head 6' 
some department, but he is a salaried 
man. and is held accountable for the 
capital invested. 


This is true o fth.e smaller indus- 


tries. The officers are employers of 
labor, but employes of the company, 
at.d borrowed capital enters very 
largely into the situation. The capital 
demands first protection, and when 
nt-slected, bankruptcy results.

The fate of the 
proposed woman

In American history many are the 


prominent figures who have left at 
their early homes or at other places 
some memorial of theSr coming fame, 
some token of their future greatness, 
but none of these has left in number 
or interest or significance so many as 
our first martyred president—Abra- 
ham Lincoln. 


Early Life. 


Born In a Kentucky cabin In the 


most abject poverty,';Lincoln fought 
hia way to the White House by per- 
"irverance and hard study. His father 
was both ignorant and shiftless—a 
carpenter of mediocre ability and a 
farmer who was unable to produce 
crops. 
The log- cabin in which the 


elder Lincoln lived with his wife and 
three children was scarcely fit to stable 
a cow in, and his "farm" was the 
roughest sort of a clearing—rocky, 
weedy and scrubby. In short, he was 
of tha class known in the South as 
"poor whites." But his wife was dif- 
ferent—a slender, pale faced woman, 
who could read and write. Her am- 


. bitions were crushed out by the pov- 
erty-stricken 
surroundings, for she 


was unable to do anything apart from 
housework and sewing In order to 
keep the three children in food and 
clothing. She literally worked herself 
to death, but while doing so she laid 
the foundations of truth and honor in 
the mind of hor son Abraham, for as 
3ha worked to keep the wolf from the 
floor she tausht her children the dif-

TUB family, moved from place to 


place, becomir.s poorer at each move, 
If that were possible. Then Mrs. Lin- 
coln died, and the Ions winter.which 
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followed her death was a dreary one 
for the boy. In 1819 the father mar- 
ried again and the step-mother, who 
was a very estimable woman, took a 
liking to the boy Abraham. She man- 
aged to send him to school and to as- 
sist him in his studies. 


Gels Into Politics. 


He was considered a dreamer by 


many, and there is a story that he once 
declared that some day he would "be 
president of the United States." . For 
a time lie worked for a man named 
Taylor, where he acted as 'hostler, 
ploughboy, ferryman and farm hand. 
Splitting rails was another part of his 
work, and one of these rails is still 
preserved in Olroyde's Lincoln Mu- 
seum in Washington. He lived a hard 
life in a rough country, and he studied 
men as well as books. He soon be- 
came a leader, and few country par- 
ties, log rollings and.shooting matches 
were complete without "Lanky Abe," 
as he was known, for he was nearly six 
feet tall at the age of sixteen. 
He 


loved to make speeches on the topics 
of the day and always had an attentive 
audience. Later he drifted into D.ollr 


tics, and in 1833, at.the age of twenty- 
seven, he was appointed postmaster of 
New Salem. 


i In 1834 he was elected to the Legis- 


lature. 
He had studied at law from 


time to time whenever and wherever 
he could, find the opportunity. Finally 
he concluded that Springfield would 
be the best place to build up a prac- 
tice, and from 1837 until he was elect- 
ed president Springfield was his home. 


Debates With Douglas. 


His Joint debates with" Stephen A. 


Douglas, the leader of the Democratic 
side, who was known as "The Little 
Giant," became fa.moua. throughout 
the United States. This man was also 
a rival of Lincoln la love, and IP, this 
as well as in politics Lincoln won, 
when in 1842 he married Miss Mary 
Todd, a high spirited belle of Spring- 
field. 
Previous to his marriage Mr. 


Lincoln had two love affairs—one of 
them very serious. Miss Mary Owenj 
of Green1 County- Kentucky, suddenly 
decided, after a short engagement that 
Mr. Lincoln could not make her hap- 
py, so the affair ended without much 
damage to tlie hearts of either of the 


lovers. Anno Rutledge, of New Salem, 
was his first love, but'she died before 
the young lawyer was able to support 
a wife, and it is said that Lincoln's 
srief over her death was so poignant 
that Ills friends feared he would lose 
his mind. 


Mrs. Lincoln waa a high spirited 


younsr woman. 
She believed her 


young husband was destined for a high 
office, and she lost no opportunity In 
helping him to It. The young couple 
commenced life at tho Globe Tavern 
in Springfield, where they paid four 
dollars a week for board :and lodging- 
Later Lincoln purchased a house and 
began to save money. As hs pros- 
pered in life his wife wanted a better 
house but lie did not think it was 
needed, so'once while he was away on 
one of hia long trips Mrs. Lincoln 
hired a carpenter and liad a second 
story and a niw'roof put 6n the little 
house.' When Mr. Lincoln returned he 
was puzzled, and then pretending not 
to recognize it as his housfe he called 
out to a man In the street: "Say, 
stranger, can you tell me where Lin- 
coln lives—he used to ilve here?" 


This house today Is one of the revered 
spots of our land. It is owned by the 
State of Illinois, having been present- 
ed to that State by Robert Lincoln, 
the son of the late President. At the 
present time it is a sort of museum 
containing many Interesting articles 
used by the martyred President. Ar- 
ticles from Mrs. Lincoln's home are 
there also, among them an old hair- 
cloth sofa which was used in the 
courting days of Mrs. Lincoln when 
Stephen A. Douglas called on her one 
evening and his rival, Abraham Lin- 
coln, the next evening. This house Is 
the only piece of real estate the late 
President ever owned, and he often 
declared that the happiest years of his 
li.fe were spent tinder its roof. Is It 
a.ny wonder that it should be a ven- 
erated shrine? 


Elected President.' 


In 1S47 Lincoln.was elected to Con- 
gress when • he defeated old- Peter 
Cartwright,' a 
famous 
Methodist 


preacher and circuit rider. . In 1848 
he was defeated, but owing to his as- 
sistance in tie election of Zachary 
Taylor he was offered the Governor- 


ship of the Territory at Oregon. He 
had about decided to accept, but Mrs. 
Lincoln atUd "No," ao the matter was 
settled, and he once more resumed the 
practice of law In Springfield after de- 
clining; the partnership of a well- 
known lawyer In Chicago'.-'. In I860 
Mr. Lincoln received the nomination 
for president. 
He was sitting in a 


newspaper office in Springfield .when 
the new* arrived, and at once hurried 
home to tell his ambitious wife. His 
election was scarcely assured when It 
became^ evident secession was In the 
air. Even before ha had drafted his 
inaugural address South Carolina:had 
taken the lead in the secession move- 
ment. The chair which Lincoln used 
when he wrote this famous address Is 
in "the possession of Mr. Osborn Ol- 
royde, of Washington, D. C.: 


The tempestuous life of his first 


•term Is too well known to need' repe- 
tition here. He had been in office lit- 
tle more than five weeks when the 
War of the Rebellion began by the 
firing on Fort Sumpter. It was. a bit- 
ter struggle—this fight between broth- 
ers, but at last the Federal forces tri- 
umphed and the black clouds of war 
rolled away. Mr. Lincoln was re-elect- 
ed President in 18C4. He saw the 
dawn of peace. He had reached the 
climax of his career and touched the 
highest point of his greatness. 
: 


Presentment of Violent Death. 
From his early youth he had pre- 


sentments that he would die a violent 
death, but 'nothwlthstanding these 
presentments he frequently made trips 
alone. During the summer months he 
lived at the Soldiers' Home, a few 
miles outside of Washington, and he 
frequently made the trip between the 
White House and the Home on horse- 
back alone.. One night he was 'fired 
upon by someone in ambush, the bul- 
let passing through his hat:'" He "fili 
ways attributed it to an accident and 
would . not admit that the man fired 
the shot at him. Mr. Lincoln was fond 
of the theatre, and now that the war 
clouds were lifted he began to enjoy 
his favorite plays.
